Tin' horses eii;;aaed ineliided some «if the 
most |irominent stars ra<-in;{ in Kenlnek.v. Six 
of I Item were ori;;;inall.v carded to pi in the $7lH» 
mile iillowante race, lint the changed track condi- 
liens caused the withdrawal of Itradley’s Clioh'e 
and Robert Itradley. both by |iermission of the 
st<'waids. l.ecause of I.eochares suiiiaised likin;; for 
the piinir and tlie psal form he had been dis- 
idayiny'. he was installed a bis favorite with the 
Whiliie.v horse Ibirrow next in favor. Itoth were 

taken Into caiii|i in somewhat easy style b.v Ilod;;e 
and rrince llennis. The former won in truly 

decisive fashion and iu a wa.v that earned for him 
IiIkIi regard from the horsemen, lie ran th«‘ mile 
in 1:10 over a dilliciilt tourse anil l.icidentally 
ovu-rcame iutci ferenci- on the stretch turn that 
liKiim-ularily threatened to cause his failure.

Every where the 
people greeted tile action of ii:ir'iaiii(“iit as a cer- 
tain foreruinier of war. 't'lie goveniment nieasnro 
was iiitrodnced short ly after parliament went into 
session. With seareely any deliate it was bnrried 
to a vole, many sesMalist deputies voting against 
it.
